Windermere. Windermere, or Winandermere, is the 
largest of the English lakes, being ten and a half miles long 
and in width varying from a few hundred yards to nearly a 
mile at its widest point. The total area is nearly six square 
miles; it is situated 128 feet above sea level, and the 
greatest depth ot water is 2i9-feet. 
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
